BAKERIES GIVE 10% 
CUT BUT MORE WORK 


LOS ANGELES, April 20—Work- 
ers of the Perfection Bakeries re- 


ceived a 10% wage cut the first of 
this year. Shortly after this ¢ut 
all the workers were given a sheet 
of paper with five blank spaces 
which were to be filled in with! the 
names of five prospective custom- 
ers. After working nine hours mak- 
ing the products, workers are tld 
this isn’t enough, now vou must go 
out and find some customers to buy 
what you made. The bosses? ‘pro- 
claim this scheme to be very suc- 
cessful. However, the workets are 
still receiving the same low wage. 

After the recent earthquake busi- 
ness increased due to the company 
getting the business of bakeries 
that were wrecked, Several weeks 
after the quake, the bosses came to 
the workers soliciting for the 
American Red Cross relief fund. 
Workers were told they could give 
their donation now or have it taken 
out of their next pay check, It 
seems to me that the bosses, Who 
made the money taking advantage 
of someone else’s misfortune as a 
result of the quake, should be the 
ones to contribute to the rélief 
fund. Certainly the workers mide 
no profit as a result of the busi 
ness increase. 

Every year each worker has to 
donate 12% of one week's wages 
to the Community Chest. 

The workers at present are forced 
to accept wage cuts and contribute 
to these different organizations be 

cause of lack of organization.

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Heavy Fighting Along Chinese Wall 


PEIPING, China, Apri} 28.—The Chinese facing the Japanese along 
the wall are reported to have lost 12,000 dead and seven thousand 
wounded since the occupation of Jehol province. Today 600 Chinese 
were reported killed as a result of the Japanese drive towards Pelping. 
Fighting is reported becoming more intense with several towns having 
changed hands. On the eastern battle front the Chinese claim to have 
reoceupied a forty-two mile stretch of railroad. 


Citroen Workers On ! Strike 


PARIS, April 23.—Sixteen thousand workers of the Ciroen auto 
works have been out on strike for three weeks. They were originally 
locked out by the employers who wanted to impose a 10% cut amount- 
ing in practice to 21%, but immediately turned it into a strike, Al- 
though the workers in the Paris auto industry are poorly organized 
the movement was not spontaneous, as the revolutionary shop com- 
mittees have for some time been leading departmental struggles. 

The strike is conducted by a united front strike committee of seventy 
including members of the revolutionary and reformist unions, and un- 
organized workers. 

The employers have already agreed to considerable concessions, and 
the workers are awaiting the new negotiations.

SHACK AT MODESTO | Food For Family 
ROOSEVELTBURG . Cali 


MODESTO, Calif., April 21.—We 
drive into the Cooperative Cannery 
Cabin camp ground to see how cop- 
ditions of the people there are. Af- 
ter the rain, the place looks like a 
swamp; you have to look around 
first in order to pick out your 
course. The sewers are filled up. 
Filth is floating in the mud _ pud- 
dles, The fire wood is wet and very 
difficult to burn, 

We step into one of the cabins. 
The first room is about 8 feet by 
10 feet, in this room we see two 
beds and one trunk; the beds and 
bedding weren’t fit for a human to 
sleep in. There was no room for 
chairs. The next room contains an- 
other bed, There are six in the 
family, four boys and a girl and 
the mother, who is sick. 

The sick woman told us of their 
misery, lack of medical care, ete. 
As she talks we look around the 
room that serves as a living room, 
kitchen, bedroom and dining room, 
we see an old wood stove with a 
frying pan filled with potatoes and

MONTHREY, Calif., April 20.—A 
militant demonstration by a com- 
mittee of 15 from the Unemployed 
Council won food relief and clothes 
here for a worker, his wife and 
eight children who had been starv- 
ing on an allowance of $4 a week. 

After being refused in Pacific 
Grove, the committee went to the 
Monterey Community Chest, where 
the crumb thrower, Miss Spencer, 
accused the workers of being Com- 
munists and called the police. 

A worker asked a cop if they 
feed them in jail. The cop replied 
there was a 75 cent food allowance 
per day. Then the workers shouted, 
“Take us all to jail.’ The police 
sergeant figured this would cost 
the county $10.75 per day, and they 
decided it would be cheaper to help 
the starving family. 


3,000 Stop Sale of 
New Mexico Farm 


ROSWELL, N. M., April 25.--The 
farmers and workers of the Unem- 
ployed Councils of all the eastern 
New Mexico counties combined 
with the Holliday Association and 
halted a foreclosure sale on the Bud 
Shackelford farm near Portales to- 
day. Only short notice was given 
our different councils Sunday night 
but inside of two hours trucks aud 
cars were on the roads and freight 
trains boarded for the foreclosure 
sale over 100 miles away. By 106 
o'clock the next day 3000 men and 
women were in front of the Roose- 
velt County court house determined 
to prevent further sales in -this 
State.

Another son works cutting wood 
at, the Relief Home; these two boys 
are the only support. Boys who 
should be in school, but who are 
working for their groceries. 

This is only one of many such 
cases.

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Editorial Column 


Wages in the pea fields have gone up from 10 to 17 
cents per hamper at the start of the strike to 17 to 20 cents 
per hamper in most of the fields, at present. Having ac- 
complished that much the Agricultural Workers Indus- 

trial Union decided to call off the strike. 

But the fight fo higher wages is far from ended. The 
two demands that the strike was called for are 30 cents 
per hamper and hiring through the Union instead of con- 
tractors. In addition to the small wage gains the basis has 
heen laid for a solid organization of all the workers that 
will be in a much better position to make the fight at the 
earliest opportunity. 

That opportunity is coming very soon—in fact a much 
better opportunity than the one on which the workers 
struck last. In _— parts of California, especially central 
and northern California, the main pea picking (the so- 
called second crop) will take place in May and June. This 
year in all the main counties there are larger crops to 
pick. /The official survey for agriculture reports the last 
three comparative years of pea crops for April, May and 


June:

BEWARE OF NEW PROVOCATIONS! 


The trial which ganieuadd ate a nest of British Imperialist 
spies, who as technicians in the electrical industry, were 
planning to cripple the Soviet power supply, again proves 
that the capitalist countries are ever scheming for inter- 
vention. 

Sabotage work was dealt a deadly blow in the 1935 
trial when a huge apparatus, financed by Russian White 
Guards and Imperialist countries, was uncovered. From 
the mouths of the sabotagers the world was told that their 
function was to stall the progress of the Five-Year Plan 
while preparations for invasion were made from the out- 
side. 

However, the Imperialists continue scheming to carry 
through their plans. Thanks to the vigilance of the glorious 
OGPU, so hated by the capitalist class throughout the 
world, they are being uncovered and ruthlessly rooted out. 
The conspirators sent spies among their technicians in- 
volved in the work contracted by British companies. The 
function of these spies, according to their own confessions, 
was to revive the old wrecking apparatus, bribe as many 
as possible, and prepare to disable the most vital electrical 
stations, at a decisive moment during intervention. 

Such work is regarded as a crime in any capitalist 
country. But the British Imperialists were thrown into a/| 
fit of hysteria at the audacity of the workers government 
-placing the agents of the greatest Imperialist power on 
trial. Threats and the breaking off of trade relations did 
not intimidate the proletarian dictatorship. The trial went 
through. The Soviet Power will not allow any Imperialist 
power to deal with it as it were a colony. 

USED AGAINST THE SOVIET UNION IN U. S. 

Of great significance to us in the United States is the 
manner in which the capitalist press utilized the occasion 
for publicizing the reports of the British war makers. The 
occasion was used by all opposed to recognition as further |? 
‘proof’ that relations with the Soviet Union are not pos- 
sible. Great Britain, preparing a war against the Soviet 
Union, is anxious to block such additional strength as 
would come to it from U.S. recognition. 

In the forefront of this reaction against the Soviet

San Francisco “Clarion” in its last issue features most 
prominently the speech of Green before the American 
Legion, which was a vicious attack against the Soviet 
Union. This reactionary again fishes out the old fable that 
“highly paid’? American labor will have to compete with 
Soviet “forced” labor. And this at a time when actually 
millions are working for their groceries,

What, in fact, would happen if 
the Continental Congress would be 
al! inclusive? It would, constitute a 
United Front of labor. The organ- 
izations within that United Front 
would not give up their identity, or 
principles, but would put their en- 
tire forces behind the jssues agreed

The trouble is that the Socialist 
Party leadership has trained its 
members to regard the expression 
“United Front” as denoting some 
kind of a Communist maneuver 
within which there must be Com- 
munist control. Western Worker 
readers need hardly be told that 
this is a distortion, aimed at pre- 
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venting united action in the ranks 
of the workers, and it is time that 
all sincere members in the Social- 
ist Party realized this. 

From Pearsall's letter it is evi- 
dent that while the Alameda Coun- 
ty Socialist Party has gone ahead 
of other locals, the expression 
“United Front’ seems to still be 
objectionable. There is a funda- 
mental agreement, and certainly 
there is no need to quibble if the 
name be “United Front” or “United 
Action,” as Pearsall would have it. 
If the Socialist Party locals in San 
Francisco, New York, Los Angeles 
and everywhere else took the pasi- 
tion of the Oakland local there, in 
all probability, would be united 
action. That is providing this is 
meant seriously, We certainly do 
not overlook the fact that a motion 
for supporting the workers ticket 
was rejected by an 8 to 8 vote in 
the County Committee of the S, P.
